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THE LAWS 


OF THE 

MALTA GARRISON LIBRARY, 

AS REVISED IN THE YEAR 1840. 


I. 

His Excellency the Governor is requested to consider patron, 
himself Patron of the Malta Garrison Library. 

H. 

All Gentlemen holding commissions or appointments in Proprietors. 
Her Majesty’s Military and Naval services, as likewise all Gen- 
tlemen holding situations under the Government, the amount 
of whose annual salary is not less than one hundred pounds, 
are eligible to become Proprietors. 

Any other person wishing to subscribe, is to write his name 
in a book kept by the Secretary, which shall be submitted to 
the Committee for approval, whose decision will be recorded 
opposite the name of the applicant. 
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hlJutution 1 * 1 * The Officers of the Institution are to be annually elected 
from the general body of the Proprietors at the annual General 
Meeting, and are to consist of a President, a Librarian, a Trea- 
surer, and a Secretary. 

Committee A Committee is to be formed, composed of the above four 
Officers, together with five other Gentlemen, whb are to be 
elected at the same time from the general body of the Proprietors. 

In the event of any vacancy occurring among these five 
Members, the Committee has the power of completing their 
number for the remaining period of the year. 

Corps or Departments, consisting of not fewer than five 
Proprietors, being desirous of sending a Representative to the 
Committee, are each entitled to elect one, a written notification 
of the name of the Gentleman so elected being transmitted to 
the Secretary, three days previous to the meeting of any Com- 
mittee ; and the Representative so nominated shall be added 
to the original number. 

To this Committee are entrusted full powers for the 
general management of the affairs of the Institution. 

Librarian. The Librarian will be assisted in his duties by an Assistant 
with a salary, who is permitted to employ a Deputy during his 
occasional absence from the Rooms, such Deputy being ap- 
proved of by the Librarian. 

IV. , 

General A General Meeting of the Proprietors is to be holden on

the second Monday in the month of January in each year, and 
at such other times as the President or Committee shall think 
fit : or on a requisition, specifying the object, signed by seven 
Proprietors, and transmitted to the Secretary, who is forthwith 
to call a Meeting of the Committee for the purpose of fixing a 
day for the required General Meeting. The presence of twelve 
Proprietors is required to constitute a General Meeting, whether 
special or ordinary, which is virtually dissolved should the 
number be reduced below five. 
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The Committee is to meet on the first Monday in Febru- Meetings of

ary. May, August, and November, as well as at ail other times 
yrben it may be deemed necessary by any two Officers of the 
Institution. 

There can be no Committee unless five Members be pre- 
sent, one of whom must be an Officer of the Institution. All 
questions are to be decided by a plurality of voices; but, in 
case of an equality, the Chairman is to have the casting vote. 

V. 

The substance of the proceedings of the Committee, as Record of

well as of every General Meeting is to be recorded in a book 
provided for that purpose ; which is to be at all times open to 
the inspection of any Proprietor. 

. VL 

The Committee at the November Meeting is to appoint of 
two Auditors to examine the Treasurer’s accounts, which are 
to be closed on the 31st of December in each year, and having 
been examined and signed by the Auditors, are to be laid before 
the annual General Meeting of Proprietors. 

vii. ' 

The entrance money of all Officers, and of all Gentlemen Entrance money, 
holding Civil appointments, is respectively to be a sum equivalent 
tp two days’ pay, as well civil as military; and their annual 
subscription is to be thirty shillings sterling, payable in advance, Subscription*, 
quarterly, or half yearly, at the option of the Proprietor. 

( ,No person can be considered a Proprietor, until the whole 
of, bis entrance money be paid. 

, The same subscription, and an entrance of twenty shillings, 
is to be paid by Subscribers admitted under the provisions of 
the second law; but if they should discontinue their subscription, 

Upd be desirous of re-admission without payment of arrears, 
they will be subject, if re-admitted, to a fine of fifteen shillings. 
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O] 

Officers of the Garrison and of her Majesty’s ships employed 
on the Mediterranean station may however, at their option, 
become Subscribers by paying five shillings monthly. 

VIII. 

The ladies of the families of Proprietors are allowed to 
subscribe separately, at half the annual rate, without being re- 
quired to pay an entrance fee. 

* IX. 

No Stranger can be admitted to the privileges of the Libra- 
ry unless introduced under the responsibility of a Proprietor, 
upon the payment of five shillings; and theProprietor is to write 
the name of the individual introduced, together with his own 
signature, in the Strangers* book. Such introduction to be valid 
for six weeks. Should the person introduced remain longer in 
the Island, and be desirous of continuing in the enjoyment of 
the use of the Library, a monthly subscription of five shillings 
under the same responsibility, will be required. 

X. 

No Proprietor or Subscriber shall have the power to trans- 
fer, in any way, his privileges in the library: and any such 
person, whose quarterly payments may be one month in arrear, 
is liable to exclusion by a vote of the Committee; but as some 
of tlie Proprietors and Subscribers may, from duty or otherwise, 
be absent from the Island, any such individual on his return, will 
be entitled to the same privileges as if he had been constantly 
resident; — and if, at his departure, he should have paid his 
quarterly subscription in advance, he will be allowed to resume 
his rights, without farther payment, from the day of his return 
until the ensuing day of general subscription. 


XI. 

The names of all Proprietors and Subscribers are to be en- 
tered in a Register: and the names of those individuals who 
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may make donations ol money or books, or who, in any other 
way, may contribute to the benefit of the Institution, are to be 
recorded in a book, which is to be always open for inspection 
in the Library Rooms. 

XII. 

Any Proprietor or Subscriber may propose the purchase Pro r osalofbook - 
of whatever book he pleases, by writing its title &c. with his sig- 
nature, in the book appropriated to that purpose: and the Com- 
mitee, as the extent of the funds may allow, is to take all such 
propositions into consideration. 

XIII. 

The library Rooms are to be open every day (Sundays, Library hour*. 
Christmas Day, and Good Friday excepted) from nine o’clock 
a. m. until sun- set, during which hours the Sub-Librarian or 
his Deputy is to be in attendance to discharge the general duties 
of his station : but no books are to be issued after sunset-gun. 

The newspaper-room, however, is to be kept open until nine 
o’clock every evening. 

XIV. 

No number of any magazine, review, or other periodical Periodical* «ud 
work, is to be taken out of the Library Rooms until the arrival h^nThe tlbu 
of the succeeding number. All new works are to remain on a ceitaiu time 
the Library table eight days for general inspection, previous to 
their being put into circulation. Nevertheless, during the hours 
the Library is closed, such periodicals and new works may be 
issued to any subscriber, subject to a fine of two shillings and 
six-pence, if not punctually returned at nine o’clock on the fol- 
lowing morning when the Library is re-opened. 

XV. 

Each series 1 of newspapers, may be forwarded to Gozo, if Newspaper*, 
applied for by a Proprietor or Subscriber there, fourteen days 
after their reception in Malta provided any former series should 
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Penalties for da 
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have been duly returned. And all newspapers* after a suffi- 
cient time shall have elapsed for the perusal of them, are to be 
regularly filed, when they may be issued as books. — With these 
exceptions, no newspaper is to be taken out of the rooms. 

XVI. 

All books are to be issued in the order of their being ap- 
plied for, provided no delay occurs in sending for them : and if 
any book should be lost, the Proprietor or Subscriber to whom 
it has been issused is to pay double the actuaWost of the work. 
And any Proprietor or Subscriber leaving these Islands, without 
returning a book or books belonging to the Library, will be 
charged for them as for works lost. 

If any book be torn, or defaced, or otherwise damaged, 
while in possession of a Proprietor or Subscriber, the following 
fine is to be exacted — viz.

provided such fine do not exceed the value of the entire work, 
in which case it is to be levied only to the extent of such value. 
And if any book be so much injured as to render it in the opin- 
ion of the Committee unfit for circulation, the injured volume, 
or the whole work to which it belongs, is, according to the der 
cision of the Committee, to be replaced at the expense of the 
person in whose name the book was taken from the Library,! 
in addition to the payment of the fine. No work is to be is- 
sued to a Proprietor or Subscriber whilst a fine incurred by him 
remains unpaid. 

xm 

Any Proprietor or Subscriber, during the period of his per- 
forming quarantine, who may be desirous of obtaining books 
from the Library, is to communicate his wish in writing to the 
Secretary, through a Proprietor, for the information and decision 
of the Officers of the Institution, stating the works he desires to 
have, and the length of his unexpired quarantine: and in the 
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event of the request being granted, the Proprietor through 
whom the communication has been made, will be held respon- 
sible for the works so issued, and for the amount of any sub- 
scription or fines which may be incurred by reason of damage 
or loss, according to the provisions of the 16th law. 

The Officers of the Institution are also empowered, under 
the same circumstances and security, to issue books to Strangers 
during the term of their quarantine, on payment of five shillings. 

xvm. 

The number of days allowed for the reading of each book 
or work is to be marked inside the cover by the Librarian, be- 
yond which (exclusive of the days of delivery and return) it is* 
not to be retained by any Proprietor or Subscriber under the 
penalty of two-pence a day for the first week, and four-pence 
during each succeeding day. Should the book or work not be 
returned, within three times the period allowed for its perusal, 
a notice to such effect is to be sent to the defaulter, 3even days 
after which, the book, if not then returned, is to be considered as 
lost, and the defaulter incurs the penalty accordingly. This law 
however does not apply to persons who receive books in qua- 
rantine. 

XIX, 

The time allowed for keeping books is extended one day 
in favor of Proprietors and Subscribers residing out of Valletta 
and Floriana; and in consideration of the distance of Gozo, 
the Proprietors and Subscribers residing there have the privilege 
of taking out double the number of books, and of being allowed, 
at the discretion of the Librarian, a reasonable extention of time 
for their transmission. 

XX. 

Any Proprietor or Subscriber lending books belonging to 
the Library, either to a Proprietor or Subscriber or Non-Sub- 
scriber, incurs a penalty of ten shillings; and any Proprietor 
or Subscriber taking any book, map, pamphlet, newspaper or 
other periodical, out of the Library, contrary to the regulations, 
incurs a penalty of twenty shillings.

XXI. 

The Librarian is to subipit to the Committee for its appro- 
bation, such regulations for the classifying and issuing of the 
books, and for the interior managements of the Library, as may 
from time to time appear desirable ; and such regulations so ap- 
proved are to be transcribed and hung up for the general infor- 
mation of the Proprietors and Subscribers. 


XXII. 

No law can be amended or repealed, nor any new one en- 
acted, without the sanction of a majority of Proprietors at a 
General Meeting : and all propositions of such amendments, 
repeals, or new enactments, are to be signed by seven or more 
Proprietors, or by order of the Committee, and suspended in a 
conspicuous place in the Library Rooms, daring at least eight 
days previous to their discussion and transmitted in a circular 
to the Proprietors in Malta individually. As however cases of 
emergency may occur, the Committe has the authority to act 
accordingly, in conformity to the powers vested in it by the third 
law, until such General Meeting can be conveniently assembled.
